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Summary 


U*S. coal production in the week ended September 18, 
1993, as estimated by the Energy Infonnation Admin- 
istration from railroad car loadings, totaled 20 million 
short tons. Tliis was 1 1 percent liighcr than in the pre- 
vious week, which included the Labor Day holiday, 
and slightly lower than in the comparable week in 1992. 

Production east of the Mississippi River totaled 1 1 mil- 
lion short tons, and production west of the Mississippi 
River totaled 8 million short tons. 

For the second consecutive week this month, the 
United Mine Workers of America (UMWA) expanded 
their strilce of selected mining operations owned by 


members of the Bituminous Coal Operators' Associa- 
tion (BCOA). 1 wo additional mining operations in 
West Virginia were struck. Currently, the mining op- 
erations affected by the strike employ about 16,600 
miners and produce about 2.3 million short tons of coal 
per week. Contract talks between the BCOA and the 
UMWA continued. 

This report contains finrd montlily coal production 
data for 1992 and revised preliminary monthly coal 
production data for the second quarter of 1993. In ad- 
dition, a tabic presenting the accuracy of weekly coal 
production values versus final weekly coal production 
values by State for 1991 and 1992 is included.
